1,217 BILLS INTRODUCED 
IN HOUSE AND SENATE 


General Judiciary Commit- 
tees Kill Many Measures 
on the Ground Georgia Al- 
ready Has Too Many Laws. 


Every incorporated city and town 
in Georgia will be given the right, 
without any special charter provision, 
to manufacture and sell ice under & 
bill that was reported favorably dy 
the general judiciary committee, No. 1, 
of the house Wednesday afternoon. 

If this bill is passed by the house 
and senate and signed by the gover- 
mor any town or city in the state, 
which has been incorporated, can own 
and operate an ice plant. 

The bill is peculiarly sweeping in 
its character because of its general 
application of a legalized right which 
is usually delegated to incorporated 
municipalities by charter. 

Can Sell at Cost. 

If this -bill becomes a law all the 
large cities in the state can manu- 
facture and sell ice to its citizens at 
actual cost, juet as many of them now 
sell water, gas or electric light. 

If the right is taken advantage of 
in a number of towns and cities ship- 
pers of fruit, fish and vegetables may 
be supplied with ice by municipalities. 

The bill was not without opposition 
in the committee, and when the vote 
was taken there were seven for it 
and four against it. Mr, Blackburn, 
of Fulton, spoke for the bill. He said 
that every town and city incorporated 
by the state should have as much 
right to make and sell ice as they did 
to sell any other necessary commodity 
like gas, water and light. 

“We all believe there is an ice 
trust,” said Mr. Blackburn. “Here in 
Atlanta the ordinary citizen who can- 
not buy ice in large quantities hae to 
get it from wagons, and what is usu- 
ally sold from wagons is the sort of 
ice known as ‘frosted.’ If Atlanta and 
other large cities do not manufacture 
ice, a law that authorized them to do 
so will be a hazsmmer over the heads 
of the manufacturers that will keep 
them in line.” digas 

Mr. Miller, of Bibb, and others who 
spoke against the bill took the posi- 
tion that the law was too sweeping 
and that such a power should only be 
delegated to towns and cities by char- 
ter enactment. They did not think a 
city had any more right to make and 
sell ice than it had to engage in any 
other business for profit. 

While no notice was. given of a 
minority report, it seems almost cer- 
tain that there will be opposition to 
the bill on the floor of the house when 
the measure comes up for final 
passage. ‘ ‘ 
1,217 Bills Introduced. 

There have been introduced in the 
‘senate and house of the legislature of 
Georgia at the present session 1,217 
bills. Of these, 942 have been intro- 
duced in the house and 275 in the sen- 
ate. 

And they are still coming at the fate 
of between twenty and thirty a day. 

The lawmakers of the state, despite 
the fact that the civil and criminal 
codes are already replete with all kinds 
and assortments of laws, seem to think 
that Georgia is still short on law. 

This was brought out by Mr. David- 
son, of Putnam, at a meeting of a 
house committee Wednesday afternoon, 
when the committee was killing bills 
as fast as possible. Mr. Davidson con- 
tinued to monotonously move: “That 
we report that the bill do not pass.” 
He explained his stereotyped motion 
by adding: “We have more laws now 
than are needed, and instead of pass- 
ing more we should repeal a few that 
we already have.”

To provide that exemption against 
garnishment be limited to $1 a day 
out of wages when the debt is for food, 
clothing and other necessaries.

Peace’Hopes Are Gone 


REBEL SHOTS HIT 


GUNBOAT MACHIAS| 


U.S. Warship Again Forced 
to Use Her Guns at Puerta 
Plata--Intervention in San 
Domingo Likely. 


Washington, July 8.—Reckless firing 
Dominican rebels sent several shots 
against the hull of the American gun- 
boat Machias in Puerta Plata harbor 
late last night, and drew upon them- 
selves a warning volley from the 
Machias’ three-pounder and automatic 
rifles. The shooting from shore 
stopped tmmediately. 

A few days ago the gunboat used 
her main artillery of four-inch guns to 
silence President Bordas’ batteries, 
which were bombarding the rebel gar- 
rison holding the city, in violation of 
the agreement that the, lives of for- 
eigners and other non-combatants 
would not be endangered by artillery 
fire. 

Reporting the latest incident to the 
navy department tonight, Captain Rus- 
Sell, of the battleship Carolina, said 
considerable scattering rifle fire from 
the rebels pasged over the Machias and 
Some shots struck her. Later, the dis- 
said, the “junta commission of 
legalistas” representing the revolu- 
tionists, boarded the Machias and gave 
assurances of their desire to avoid en- 
dangering the Safety of Americans. 

Four Revolutions Under Way. 

With four separate revolutions rag- 
ing and the American minister return- 
ing home after several months of 
fruitless efforts to restore peace, the 
little republic of San Domingo is 
causing the Washington government 
Erave anxiety. The United States is 
morally bound to maintain order there 
under the semi-protectorate created by 
treaty. 

Today's reports showed no improve- 
ment. For many months President 
Bordas, obliged to maintain himself in 
office by extra-official decrees and 
partial elections, has been leading his 
troops unsuccessfully against rebellious 
generals in the north. Meanwhile rev- 
olutions have broken out in other sec- 
tions—at Asua, where the government 
navy found it necessary to destroy the 
custom house, along the line of railway 
between Sanchez and Samana bay, at 
Monte Christi and at La Romana in 
the southeast. In this last neighbor- 
hood there aré@ extensive Amerjcan- 
owned plantations, agents fer which 
appeared at the state department to- 
day looking for protectfon for their 
property.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH 
UF GHARITY WORKER 


Body of Mrs. Frankie Bark- 
shadt Found Wednesday 
Afternoon in a Closed and 
Locked House. 


A 7T-year-old boy and an aged confed- 
érate veteran yesterday found in a 
house at 151 Luckie stre@ét the dead 
body of a woman, apparently of middle 
age, which later was identified as that 
of Mrs. Frankie Barkshadt, who at one 
time was a well-known church worker, 
being active in the support of the old 
Barclay mission on Marietta street. 

The police were notified and Call Of- 
ficers Haslett and Barfield investigated 
the death. They found the house closed, 
every door and window being locked, 

nd the shades pulled down. 

According to their story the woman's 
body, clad only in @ thin chemise, was 
lying face-upward across a bed. On 
the floor beside the bed was an over- 
turned chair and two bed pillows. These 
led the police at first to believe that 
a struggle had preceded the woman’s 
death.

Carranza and Generals 
Spurn Offer for a Peace 
Conference With the Rep- 
resentatives of Huerta. 


REBELS ARE RESOLVED 
ON COMPLETE CONQUEST 


And Then Country Will Be 
Ruled by Martial Law--An 
Early Statement Is Ex- 
pected From United States. 


HUERTA HEARS THAT WOMAN 
HAS ASSASSINATED VILLA 
Mexico City, July 8—A _ report 
made public by the Gobernacion de- 
partment today said General Villa 
had been assassinated at Torreon by 
a woman. 


Laredo, Texas, July 8.—The consti- 
tutionalists are unlikely to accept the 
offer of the Niagara mediators for a 
conference with representatives of 
Huerta, to arrange a provisional gov- 
ernment in Mexico. This announce- 
ment, coming from unquestioned 
sources, reached the border here today. 

It was declared by arrivals here 
that the genérals of the constitution- 
alist army to whom the question was 
submitted for advice by General Car- 
ranza had, with the exception of the 
generals of Obregon's division who 
have not yet had time to_ report, 
strongly opposed any such conference. 

Answer Not Yet Sent. 

Carranza’s answer declining to con- 
fer has not yet been sent to the me- 
diators, but no doubt was expressed 
by those in close touch with the situa- 
tion as to what that answer would be, 
according to travelers from Saltillo. 

The constitutionalists’ position, it 
was said, is that an agreement to ac- 
cept a provisional government must 
cause the outbreak of other revolu- 
tlonary movements. They pointed te 
the’ happenings following Madero’s 
agreement to allow De La Barra to 
become provisional president, and de- 
clare that the agreement for a pro- 
visional government would scarcely 
have been entered into with the fol- 
lowers of Huerta before a dozen new 
revolutionary movements would spring 
up in as many different quarters. 

The constitutionalists declare that 
the reforms for which they are striv- 
ing only can be placed in successful 
operation without loss of time by a 
government under military rule such 
as Benito Juarez operated in Vera 
Cruz in the 60’s. 

To Expect the Impossible. 

They emphasize this by calling at- 
tention to the fact that any provision- 
al president, to take legal action of 
any sort, must convene congress as at 
present constituted, and depend upon 
that body to ratify his acts until an 
election should have been held. To 
obtain reforms or satisfactory action 
through a body under the complete 
dominion of Huerta, the constitution- 
alists say woujd be to expect the im- 
possible. 

General Carranza, it is said, has 
given assurances that if the Tampico 
gateway is opened and he can obtain 
through that port arms and ammuni- 
tion and supplies, he will take Mexico 
City within a very short time, estab- 
lishing peace on a firm basis under 


military rule until it is possible to hold 
a fair election.

NO SEX HYGIENE 


IN Tht SCHOOLS 


| Was the testimony given this morning 


Teaching Opposed by Na-' 
tional Educators—Mothers | 
Should Do the Teaching. 


Club Women Scored. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 8.—The teaching 
of sex hygiene never will be dele- 
gated to the American teacher, if it 


can be prevented by the National Ed- | 


ucation association. This was evidenced 
at today’s session when speaker after 
speaker denounced such a course and 
found themselves greeted with ringing 
applause, 

“We should have but the strongest 
condemnation for the wealthy, club- 
going woman who has not time to 
teach her child fundamental truths of 
life and would throw the responsibility 
on a teacher or a football coach,” 
shouted Dr. Charles H. Keene, of Min- 
neapolis, supervisor of hygiene and 
physical training. “Such shiftlessness 
is outrageous.” 

Knowledge Won't Compel Purity. 

When the tumultous cheering had 
subsided he went on: 

“Sex instructions placed on the 
same plane with spelling and arith- 
metic will rob it of all its sacredness. 

“We talk about the Inability of the 
poorer mothers to teach their children 
personal hygiene, but it is not for 
these children that we need to have 
all the fear. 

“Knowledge never will compel puri- 
ty. Sex instruction in schools will but 
tend to lower the standard of morality. 

“If we take up sex hygiene in our 
schools the homes of America will 
continue to lose ground, and will give 
up the few privileges they now have 
to train the children.” 

N. D. Showalter, president of Cheney 
Normal school, Cheney, Wash., said: 

“When a father or mother turns 
aside a child's natural question or 
deals dishonestly with sex questions, 
he lays the foundation of an immoral- 
ity which may develop into a tre- 
mendous force.” 

Miss Clara G. Baer, of New Orleans, 
and Baroness Rose Posse, of Boston, 
expressed like views. 

For Conservation of the Race. 

Methods for the conservation of the 
future race were advocated before the 
department of social education by 


Mary G. Campbell, Chicago psycholo- , 


gist. 
“Every year the public schools pro- 
duce human waste, as is evidenced by 


those who pass through our courts and 


psychopathic laboratories,” she said. 


“We should conserve the children 
public s¢thools by having a special re- 
port every few months on those who 
are slightly retarded and are begin- 
ning to lag behind so that deviations 
from normal could be studied in time 
to prevent mental and moral disaster. 
Many an immoral act has its genesis 
in the discouraged boy or girl.” 

A warning to educators to beware 
of cheap juvenile publications which 
are really nickel novels in fdisguise 
was sounded before the library de- 
partment by Franklin.

COLLAPSES IN CEL 


Mrs. Carman Loses Her 
Nerve When Jailed for the 
Murder of Mrs. Bailey in 
Dr. Carman’s Office. 


JEALOUSY IS SUPPOSED 
TO HAVE BEEN MOTIVE 


New Witness Gave Evidence 
That Caused Arrest—Mrs. 
Carman Used Dictagraph 
on Husband and Woman 
Patients. 


Freeport, N. Y., July 8.—Mrs. Flor- 
ence Conklin Carman, wife of Dr. Ed- 
win Carman, was arrested today, ac- 
cused of being the assassin who, a 
week ago last night, murdered Mrs. 
Louise Bailey, wife of a Hempstead 
manufacturer, by firing a bullet 
through her heart as she stood in the 
physician's office. 

In the County Jail. 

Tonight Mrs. Carman, at whom the 
finger of suspicion has pointed since 
the discovery that she had installed a 
telephonic instrument in her husband's 
office to hear conversation between 
him and his woman patients. is in the 
Nassau county jail at Mineola. There 
she will remain until Monday, when 
she again will be examined by the cor- 
oner, before whom she pleaded not 
guilty today when arraigned after her 
arrest in the room where Mrs. Bailey 
died. 

Mrs. Carman’s nerve is shattered. 
When the steel-barred door of the Min- 
eola jail closed behind her today she 
pulled her heavy veil from her face and 
broke down. Her husband and the sheriff, 
who took her in an automobile from 
her home here to the jail, assisted her 
to the top floor of the building 

The immediate cause of the arrest 


by Ellwood T. Bardes, an insurance 
agent, whom the authorities called the 
single reliable eye witness of the crime. 
Bardes also is under lock and key, de- 
tained as a material witness: for his 
story is of such importance that the 
authorities feared an attempt might be 
made to get him out of the jurisdiction 
of the New York courts. 

Bardes’ Story ef the Murder. 
Bardes’ story, briefly told, is this: 
At 7:30 o'clock on the night of the 

murder, Bardes said, he determined to 
visit Dr. Carman to have him dress a 
minor injury. He walked to the phy- 
sician’s home. Arriving, he decided he 
could dress the injury himself and 
thereby save a doctor’s fee. So he 
walked past the house and then turned 
around to begin his journey home. 

At that instant he heard an explo- 
sion. He thought it was caused by an 
automobile tire, but when he looked for 
the machine he could not find it. He 
looked toward the lawn at the side 
of Dr. Carman’s home. A woman, tall, 
well built, hatless, wearing a light 
shirtwaist and a dark skirt, was mov- 
ing away from one of the windows at 
the side of the physician’s office toward 
the rear of the house. She was walk- 
ing “in a hurry,” the witness swore. 

Witnesses, testifying at previous 
sessions of the inquest, swore that 
Mrs. Carman was thus garbed on the 
night of the murder. She has main- 
tained, however, that she was dressed 
in a kimono and in her bedroom. 

In this contention, Mrs. Carman was 
borne out on the stand today by her 
young daughter, Elizabeth. 

Bardes was discovered 
His story might still remain untold 
had he not mentioned it, first to a 
woman who telephoned the district at- 
torney and then to a priest he visited 
for advice. The priest urged Bardes 
to make his story known. But bdefore 
an opportunity presented itself, he was 
taken into custody by orders of the 
district attorney.

1,217 BILLS INTRODUCED 
IN HOUSE AND SENATE 


General Judiciary Commit- 
tees Kill Many Measures 
on the Ground Georgia Al- 
ready Has Too Many Laws. 


Every incorporated city and town 
in Georgia will be given the right, 
without any special charter provision, 
to manufacture and sell ice under & 
bill that was reported favorably by 
the general judiciary committee, No. 1, 
of the house Wednesday afternoon. 

If this bill is passed by the house 
and senate and signed by the gover- 
nor any town or city in the state, 
which has been incorporated, can own 
and operate an ice plant. 

The bill {ts peculiarly sweeping in 
its character because of its general 
application of a legalized right which 
is usually delegated to incorporated 
municipalities by charter. 

Can Sell at Cost. 

If this Dill becomes a law all the 
large cities in the state can manu- 
facture and sell ice to its citizens at 
actual cost, juet as many of them now 
sell water, gas or electric light. 

If the right is taken advantage of 
in a number of towns and cities ship- 
pers of fruit, fish and vegetables may 
be supplied with ice by municipalities. 
The bill was not without opposition 
the committee, and when the vote 
was taken there were seven for it 
and four against it. Mr, Blackburn, 
of Fulton, spoke for the bill. He said 
that every town and city incorporated 
by the state should have as much 
right to make and sell ice as they did 
to sell any other necessary commodity 
like gas, water and light. 

“We all believe there is an ice 
trust,” said Mr. Blackburn. “Here in 
Atlanta the ordinary citizen who can- 
not buy ice in large quantities hae to 
get it from wagons, and what is usu- 
ally sold from wagons is the sort of 
ice known as ‘frosted.’ If Atlanta and 
other large cities do not manufacture 
ice, a law that authorized them to do 
so will be a hammer over the heads 
of the manufacturers that will Keep 
them in line.” os 

Mr. Miller, of Bibb, and others who 
spoke against the bill took the posi- 
tion that the law was too sweeping 
and that such a power should only be 
delegated to towns and cities by char- 
ter enactment. They did not think a 
city had any more right to make and 
sell ice than it had to engage in any 
other business for profit. 

While no notice was. given of a 
minority report, it seems almost cer- 
tain that there will be opposition to 
the bill on the floor of the house when 
the measure comes up (for final 
passage.

1,217 Bills’ Introduced. 

There have been introduced in the 
senate and house of the legislature of 
Georgia at the present session 1,217 
bills. Of these, 942 have been intro- 
duced in the house and 275 in the sen- 
ate. 

And they are still coming at the rate 
of between twenty and thirty a day. 

The lawmakers of the state, despite 
the fact that the civil and criminal 
codes are already replete with all kinds 
and assortments of laws, seem to think 
that Georgia is still short on law. 

This was brought out by Mr. David- 
son, of Putnam, at a meeting of a 
house committee Wednesday afternoon, 
when the committee was killing bills 
as fast as possible. Mr. Davidson con- 
tinued to monotonously move: “That 
we report that the bill do not pass.” 
He explained his stereotyped motion 
by adding: “We have more laws now 
than are needed, and instead of pass- 
ing more we should repeal a few that 
we already have.”

REBEL SHOTS HIT 
GUNBOAT MACHIAS 


U.S. Warship Again Forced 
to Use Her Guns at Puerta 
Plata--Intervention in San 
Domingo Likely. 


Washington, July 8.—Reckless firing 
Dominican rebels sent several shots 
against the hull of the American gun- 
boat Machias in Puerta Plata harbor 
late last night, and drew upon them- 
selves a warning volley from the 
Machias’. three-pounder and automatic 
rifles. The shooting from shore 
stopped tmmediately. 

A few days ago the gunboat used 
her main artillery of four-inch guns to 
silence President Bordas’ batteries, 
which were bombarding the rebel gar- 
rison holding the city, in violation of 
the agreement that the, lives of for- 
eigners and other non-combatants 
would not be endangered by artillery 
fire. 

Reporting the latest incident to the 
navy department tonight, Captain Rus- 
Sell, of the battleship Carolina, said 
considerable scattering rifle fire from 
the rebels pasged over the Machias and 
Some shots struck her. Later, the dis- 
patch said, the “junta commission of 
legalistas’” representing the revolu- 
tionists, boarded the Machias and gave 
assurances of their desire to avoid en- 
dangering the safety of Americans. 

Four Revolutions Under Way. 

With four separate revolutions rag- 
ing and the American minister return- 
ing home after several months of 
fruitless efforts to restore péace, the 
little republic of San Domingo is 
causing the Washington government 
Erave anxiety. The United States is 
morally bound to maintain order there 
under the semi-protectorate created by 
treaty. 

Today's reports showed no improve- 
ment. For many months President 
Bordas, obliged to maintain himself in 
office by extra-official decrees and 
partial elections, has been leading his 
troops unsuccessfully against rebellious 
fsenerals in the north. Meanwhile rev- 
olutions have broken out in other sec- 
tions—at Asua, where the government

Carranza and Generals 
Spurn Offer for a Peace 
Conference With the Rep- 
resentatives of Huerta. 


REBELS ARE RESOLVED 
ON COMPLETE CONQUEST 


And Then Country Will Be 
Ruled by Martial Law--An 
Early Statement Is Ex- 
pected From United States. 


HUERTA HEARS THAT WOMAN 
HAS ASSASSINATED VILLA 
Mexico City, July 8 —A _ report 
made public by the Gobernacion de- 
partment today said General Villa 
had been assassinated at Torreon by 
a woman. 


Laredo, Texas, July 8.—The consti- 
tutionalists are unlikely to accept the 
offer of the Niagara mediators for a 
conference with representatives of 
Huerta, to arrange a provisional gov- 
ernment in Mexico. This announce- 
ment, coming from unquestioned 
sources, reached the border here today. 

It was declared by arrivals here 
that the generals of the constitution- 
alist army to whom the question was 
submitted for advice by General Car- 
ranza had, with the exception of the 
generals of Obregon’s division who 
have not yet had time to report, 
strongly opposed any such conference. 

Answer Not Yet Sent. 

Carranza’s answer declining to con- 
fer has not yet been sent to the me- 
diators, but no doubt was expressed 
by those in close touch with the situa- 
tion as to what that answer would be, 
according to travelers from Saltillo. 

The constitutionalists’ position, it 
was said, is that an agreement to ac- 
cept a provisional government must 
cause the outbreak of other revolu- 
tlonary movements. They pointed tg 
the happenings following Madero‘s 
agreement to allow De La Barra to 
become provisional president, and de- 
clare that the agreement for a pro- 
visional government would scarcely 
have been entered into with the fol- 
lowers of Huerta before a dozen new 
revolutionary movements would spring 
up in as many different quarters. 

The constitutionalistsa declare that 
the reforms for which they are striv- 
ing only can be placed in successful 
operation without loss of time by a 
government under military rule such 
as Benito Juarez operated in Vera 
Cruz in the 60's. 

To Expect the Impossible. 

They emphasize this by calling at- 
tention to the fact that any provision- 
al president, to take legal action of 
any sort, must convene congress as at 
present constituted, and depend upon 
that body to ratify his acts until an 
election should have been held. To 
obtain reforms or Satisfactory action 
through a body under the complete 
dominion of Huerta, the constitution- 
alists say would be to expect the im- 
possible. 

General Carranza, it is said, has 
Given assurances that if the Tampico 
gateway is opened and he can obtain 
through that port arms and ammuni- 
tion and supplies, he will take Mexico 
City within a very short time, estab- 
lishing peace on a firm basis under 
military rule until it is possible to hold 
a fair election. 


NEWS OF REJECTION 
PARTIALLY CONFIRMED 


Washington, July 8.—Border dis- 
patches stating that the constitution- 
alists would not enter informal peace 
conferences with Huerta representa- 
tives were partially confirmed here to- 
night. Rafael Zubaran and Luis Cab- 
rera, the two most prominent Carran- 
za representatives here, had nothing to 
say, but word that most of the consti- 
tutionalist generals to whom the plan 
for conferences had been submitted 
had disapproved it came from well- 
informed sources. 

Minister Naon, of Argentina, the 
only one of the mediators in Washing- 
ton, read the dispatches with evident 
surprise. He indicated that the media- 
tors would take no action until the 
attitude of the constitutionalists was 
learned officially. Secretary Bryan 
said it would be improper for him to 
discuss the situation In advance of the 
arrival of Carranza’s formal answer to 
the pending proposal for peace con- 
ferences. 

That constitutionalist leaders strong- 
ly oppose the idea of peace confer- 
ences did not surprise officials who 
have maintained it would be virtually 
impossible to modify the plan of Gua- 
daloupe, the platform of the constitu- 
tionalist movement. This plan de- 
clares a military government shall be 
set up after Mexico City is conquered, 
and that no elections shall be® held 
until the country is pacified by mili- 
tary rule. The present purpose of the 
constitutionalists, it is understood, is 
to follow that program to the letter. 

Carranza-Villa Trouble Settled, 

Reports from Torreon that differ- 
ences between Carranza and Villa had 
been composed were verified today by 
agents of both, but there was an un- 
dertone Of comment, indicating that it 
was but a temporary truce. The break 
has had a disorganizing effect polit- 
ically in the constitutionalist ranks, 
and evidences of it are manifest in 
Mexican circles here. Reports from 
the border today sald one of the con- 
ditions of the agreement between Car- 
ranza and Villa was that Rafael Zu- 
baran be retired from his post as head 
of the constitutionalist agency here. 

Mr. Zubaran and Mr. Cabrera have 
worked hard to bring about informal 
conferences with the Huerta delegates, 
who are now in New York awaiting 
word through this channel of informa- 
tion. Whether Zubaran and Cabrera 
will be authorized to speak for the con- 
Stitutionalist movement much longer,

He walked to the phy- 
sician’s home. Arriving, he decided he 
could dress the injury himself and 
thereby save a doctor’s fee. So he 
walked past the house and then turned 
around to begin his journey home. 

At that instant he heard an explo- 
sion. He thought it was caused by an 
automobile tire, but when he looked for 
the machine he could not find it. He 
looked toward the lawn at the side 
of Dr. Carman’s home. A woman, tall, 
well built, hatless, wearing a light 
shirtwaist and a dark skirt, was mov- 
ing away from one of the windows at 
the side of the physician’s office teward 
the rear of the house. She was walk- 
ing “in a hurry,” the witness swore. 

Witnesses, testifying at previous 
sessions of the inquest, swore that 
Mrs. Carman was thus garbed on the 
night of the murder. She has main- 
tained, however, that she was dressed 
in a kimono and in her bedroom. 

In this contention, Mrs. Carman was 
borne out on the stand today by her 
young daughter, Elizabeth. 

Bardes was discovered

Washington, July 8&.—Declaring it 
would be unfair to regard the demo- 
cratic party as the enemy of big or 
little business President Wilson today 
Zave out a statement in swpport of 
Paul Warburg, of New York, and 
Thomas D. Jones, of Chicago, his nom- 
inees for the federal reserve board. 

President Wilson’s Statement. 

President Wilson's statement 
low 

“It would be particularly unfair to 
the democratic party and to the sen- 
ate itself to regard it as the enemy of 
business, big or little. I am sure that 
it does not regard a@ man as an ob- 
ject of suspicion merely because he 
has been connected with great busli- 
ness enterprises. It knows that the 
business of the country has been chief- 
ly premoted in recent years by enter- 
prises organized on a reat scale and 
that the vast majority of the men 
connected with what we have come to 
call big business are honest, incor- 
ruptible and patriotic. The country 
may be certain that it is clear to mem- 
bers of the senate as it is clear to all 
thoughtful men that those who have 
tried to make big business what it 
ought to be, are the men to be en- 
couraged and honored, whenever they 
respond without reserve to the call 
of public service. 

“I predict with the greatest confi- 
dence that nothing done by the demo- 
cratic majority of the senate of the 
United States will be of a sort to throw 
Suspicion upon such men. Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Warburg in manifesting their 
willingness to make personal sacrifices 
and put thelr great experience and 
ability at the 
ment, without thought of personal ad- 
Vantage in the organization of a great 
reform which promises to be so serv- 
iceable to the nation, are setting an 
example of patriotism and of public 
spirit which the whole country ad- 
mires.

LABOR AND FARM UNIONS 
NOT IN TRUST CLASS 


Washington, July 8.—Efforts in the 
senate today to alter or eliminate the 
labor exemption cjlause of the sundry 
civil bill section, providing funds for 
enforcement of the anti-trust law were 
voted down, The exemption clause 
caused the veto of the last sundry civil 
bill by President Taft, and President 
Wilson, when he signed the same 
measure, characterized it as “unjusti- 
fiable in character and principle.” 

The clause provides that no part of 
the fund shall be spent in the prose- 
cution of “any organization or any in- 
dividual for entering into any com- 
bination or agreement having in view 
the incrveasing of wages, shortening of 
hours or bettering the conditions o 
labor or for any act done in further- 
ance thereof, not in itself unlawful.” 
Co-operative farmers’ organizations 
also are exempted. 

Senator Sterling, of South Dakota, 
proposed to strike out the exemption, 
characterizing it as “vicious class leg- 
islation.”’ His amendment was laid 
on the table by a vote of 41 to 27, only 
democrat, Senator Pomerene, vot- 
ing for it.

West conducted a campaign of intimi- 
dation against Governor Slaton to force 
the latter to appoint him to the United 
States senate, is out in a card of ex- 
planation. 

It ‘will be recalled that Mr. Lock- 
ridge was announced to be a great 
friend of Senator West, etc. Senator 
West at once replied that Lockridge 
was not only not his friend, but that he 
was merely a casual acquaintance and 
that it was absurd that such a man 
should have been chosen as emissary by 
him. He repudiated the statement in 


toto. 

Later on it developed that Lockridge, 
Mr. Hardwick's chief witness against 
Governor Slaton and Senator West, was 
under indictment in Jeff Davis county. 

Now comes Mr. Lockridge, who says 
he could back up his assertion, but he 
does not desire to drag other names 
into the controversy. He admits that 
he is under indictment in Jeff Davis 
county and gives explanation of the 
reason. Then he announces that so far 
as he is concerned the controversy is at 
an end. 

Lockridge’s Card in Full. 


In his card he says: 

Unfortunately there has arisen a contro- 
versy about my statement that Senator W. 
S. West, at the time he was an applicant 
to succeed the late Senator Bacon, told me 


,} that unless Governor Slaton appointed him, 


he would run for the senate and spend $75,- 


; 000 on the race. 


The facts are that he did make this state- 
ment. I told a number of my friends about 
tt at the time, and have discussed it with 
them since, and they all recall it I do not 
mention their names now, simply because I 
do not desire to drag them into the contro- 
versy. Any one familiar with politics at 
the time knows, however, that this state- 


iment was a matter of common knowledge, 


and was talked in the lobbies of all the At- 
lanta hotels. 

In an effort to discredit my statement, & 
news story was sent to some of the papers 
that I was ‘“‘wanted’’ in Jeff Davis county. 

While no direct statement was made, the 
inference from the article was that I was 
a fugitive from justice.

dred ($300) dollars 
for several thousand fust 
in my possession affidavits 
transaction, as above stated. 

While I do not expect to discuss the 
newspapers, I wish to make 
this statement: Two notes.were given cov- 
ering a purchase of certificates in the com- 
pany which was headed by the Hon. J. 
Pope Brown. I was merely the agent of the 
company in selling the same. I was not 
one of the executive officers of the company, 
and did not know the details of its business, 
but, like many other citizens of Georgia, I 
had, and have now, great confidence in the 
gentleman who headed it One of these 
notes was shortly after that taken up by a 
certificate of deposit. The other note ma- 
tured on the first of December, 1912, and 
was paid with interest, and without suit. 
After the failure of the company, and over 
a year after the payment of this note, this 
was brought against me, claiming 
that the rate of interest was added after the 
note was signed. The parties are simply 
mistaken in their recollection of the trans- 
action. I have no ill feeling towards them 
whatever. Il am sorry that the certificates 
that I sold them for the company proved 
to be in a company that was not as sound 
as I thought it was; but no one who knows 
me, and all of the leading business men of 
that section of Georgia do know me, will 
doubt for a moment my honesty in the 
transaction. They were not my certificates 
and the interest meant nothing to me. 

I do not intend to discuss the matter 
further in the ene i but I thought it was 
due to my friends all through Georgia, to 
make a brief statement of the facts of the 
transaction.

Adjutant General Joseph Van Holt 
Nash is in receipt of a letter from the 
adjutant general of South Carolina, 
stating that no Georgia troops will be 
allowed to pass through the state of 
South Carolina en route to the July 
camp of instructions at Augusta, pend- 
ing settlement of the differences now 
existing between South Carolina and 
the war department. 

Before troops can pass from one 
state to another permission must be 
granted by the governor of the state 
through which the troops hre to pass, 
and this permission was asked of the 
governor of South Carolina, and was 
refused by him through his adjutant /{ 
general. 

Should Governor Blease hold to his, 
present @ttitude it will cost the troops 
of North Carolina a large sum of 
money, as they will have to go all the 
tn around the state of South Caro- 
ine. 

The Georgia troops affected are com- 
pane at Savannah, Elberton and Ab- 
eville. They had planned to save an 
additional expense by cutting through 
a small section of South Carolina. 

Governor Blease is not on particu- 
larly cordial terms with the state of 
Georgia, aml it is. understood that his 
order was directéd as much against 
the state of Georgia as the war de- 
partment. 

Blease Denies Permission. 

Savannah, Ge., July 8.—Governor 
Blease, of South Carolina, has declined 
to grant permission for the Georgia 
Hussars, a cavalry company of Savan- 
nah, to travel through South Carolina 
en route to the state military encamp- 
ment at Augusta, next month. The 
Hussars had been routed via Blackville, 
S. C., but the commander is advised by 
the Georgia military authorities that 
the route must be changed because of 
the attitude of Governor Blease. The 
re-routing will cause no serious incon- 
venience, 


Not Taken Seriously.

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 


BILL IS LOST IN HOUSE 


Lacked Seven of Necessary 
Two-Thirds Vote--Warm De- 
bate Precedes Balloting. 


There will be no lieutenant gover- 
nor of Georgia, not in the immediate 
future at any rate, as the house yes- 
terday morning killed a bill creating 
such an office by constitutional amend- 
ment. The bill provided that such an 
amendment should be submitted to the 
people. The vote stood: For the bill 
115, against the bill 56. As a two- 
thirds vote of the house membership 
was required the bill was lost. The 
vote required was 122. 

All of Wednesday morning’s session 
of the house, except the time for the 
introduction of new bills, was taken 
up in debate on the lieutenant gover- 
nor bill. Those who pressed the pas- 
sage of the measure stated that un- 
der existing conditions, the gvuvernor 
of Georgia might die or resign ard the 
state would be without a governor for 
eight months, as the president of the 
senate, who now succeeds the sgover- 
nor, would no longer be a public offi- 
cial after the senate had ad; »urned 
sine die. It was also stated that elec- 
tions when governors resizned cost 
the state something like $20,000. 

Those Who Were Oppused. 

Those who opposed thc measure ob- 
jected ts the creation of a new office 
and took the position that the present 
law had worked well in the past and 
would work well in the future.

TICK ERADICATION. 


In a communication published today, L. 
W. Jarman, of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce, analyzes the significance of the fail- 
ure. of the appropriations committee of the 
house of representatives of the legislature to 
appropriate anything toward tick eradication 
in Georgia. 

Mr. Jarman’s estimate is not overdrawn. 
If there even a temporary cessation in 
this work the results may seriously penalize 
Georgia farmers. 

Until proceeds from the new tax law are 
available, The Constitution urges on the 
appropriations committee extraordinary ef- 
forts to the end that the state’s antiquated 
fiscal system shall not bring a halt to the 
vital work of tick eradication. 

Meanwhile, it is well to bear in mind the 
danger of extremism in efforts to rid the 
state of this pest. As a broad general prin- 
ciple, there should be no suggestion of let-up 
in the campaign to rid cattle on farms and 
ranges of ticks, but there is no valid reason 
why Georgia should go even further than the 
federal government, which permits the ship- 
ment of cattle from state to state absolutely 
quarantine at the packing house, provided— 
the cattle are slaughtered immediately on 
arrival at the packing house if suspected of 
tick infection. The block is the best remedy 
for the tick. 

State regulations should not contravene 
federal regulations and compel suspected 
cattle to stay in quarantine at a packing 
house. That is a wholly needless expense 
upon the farmer and the packer. It does

body. The sensible plan is to slaughter 
immediately on arrival at destination. That 
is the federal method, and Georgia cannot 
improve on it. If we insist on the six-day 
quarantine we simply invite the Georgia 
farmer to ship his cattle to another state, 
where such profitless regulations do not 
prevail. When that happens the tick eradi- 
cation campaign gains nothing and the 
home packer and farmer are the losers. 
Kill the tick on the farm! That’s the place 
to do the work!

Two features project much uncertainty 
into the situation: 
the peace between Villa and Carranza is 
final; (2) doubt as to whether representa- 
tives of Huerta and of Carranza can get 
together on the choice for a _ provisional 
president and land reforms, conceding that 
they meet at all. 

The row between the fiery Villa and Car- 
ranza conceals a good deal more than it 
discloses. From a bandit Villa has risen 
until he is today the foremost fighting man 
in Mexico. There is little doubt that he has 
developed definite ambitions, and the only 
question is how vaulting they are. He has 
so often quarreled with Carranza and be- 
come reconciled, that the judicial observer 
would not be surprised at any time to see a 
final breach, once Villa has enjoyed all the 
advantages possible from Carranza’s gift 
for diplomacy. 

The other points, those involving a pro- 
visional president and land reforms, are 
equally troublesome. The type of man 
Huerta will want for president is wholly 
different from the type preferred by Villa 
or Carranza. Whether they can bridge this 
chasm is a question. The land issue is even 
more serious. It is the core of all the Mex- 
ican trouble, and the views of the constitu- 
tionalists and of the Huertistas are miles 
apart. 

These: are some of the more discourag- 
ing, but truthful, aspects of the situation. 
The reason for optimism is that there is the 
probability of the reopening of mediation 
and the assembling in personal conference 
of the representatives of the principals to 
the problem. Once they face each other, it 
may be that the puzzles that now appear 
hopelessly intricate may yield to skillful 
manipulation.

Of all the 
campaigns that are being carried on in prep- 
aration for the weevil, there are none more 
important than that of tick eradication. In- 
deed, in some respects, it is the most impor- 
tant For instance, where-is the farmer to 
find an outlet for his increased production of 
crops through the use or 
stock, particularly beef and dairy 
In the matter of tick eradication, 
we find to a large extent the key to better 
farming methods, diversification of crops, 
financial independence of ‘the southern farm- 
er, to say nothing of decrease of the cost 
of living to the state at large through the 
growing of our dairy and beef supplies right 
here near at home. 

What It Means, 

With the tick destroyed the center of the 
beef raising and dairying industries of the 
country promises shortly to move towards 
the southeastern” states, bringing untold 
sources of wealth to this section of the coun- 
try. With the tick destroyed, Georgia may 
surpass Illinois, lowa, Missouri, or any of the 
western states, in the production of heef, and 
that without decreasing our cotton crop, but 
rather increasing it. With the tick still here 
among us, we not only. fail in these lines, 
but invite failure in other lines. 

It might be added that when the state 
fails to make this appropriation she loses 
twice that amount from other sources, ag it 
is a well known fact that both the federal 
and the county authorities share the burden 
of this work with* the state wherever the 
work is. undertaken. 

It is to be hoped that the committee will 
reconsider this action and restore this item 
on the bill of appropriattfons.

Let the Tax Law Stand. 
(From The Savannah News.) 

The tax equalization law is one of the 
topics that is being discussed in the cam- 
paign. Some of the candidates seem to 
think that it is unpopular, and that votes 
can be made by advocating its repeal. That 
is a mistaken view. Judging from what the 
weekly press says of the law the great 
majority of the tax payers favor it.’ They 
realize that prior to this year there was a 
great inequality in taxation. That there 
was great inequality is evident from the 
returns of counties thus far made this year 
to the comptroller general. 

As a rule the people favor what is fafr. 
Thousands and thousands of taxpayers have 
been placing low valuations on their prop- 
erty—a valuation far below its market 
vValue—because it was the custom to do so. 
They have no objection to a just valuation, 
provided such valuation is general. Naturally 
one taxpayer objects to paying taxes on a 
Valuation far above that placed on his neigh- 
bor’s property and taxpayers of one county 
object to paying on a higher valuation than 
those in another county. 

There has been very little objection to 
the increased valuations under the equaliza- 
tion act because the feeling is that valua- 
tions are being equalized—that one tax- 
payer isn’t being assessed on a high valua- 
tion and another on a low valuation. 

And the effort to repeal the law will not 
succeed as long as this feeling prevails. 

Let the law stand and, if necessary to ac.- 
complish the end aimed at, amend it. The 
legislature of Louisiana is endeavoring to 
enact an equalization law and the same 
objections are being raised as were raised 
when the act was passed in this state. The 
chances are that it will be passed in that

LABOR UNIONS 


Favors Restriction of Immi- 
gration and Opposes Ne- 
groes in Office--Announces 
Keynote of His Platform. 


The keynote of former Governor Jo- 
seph M. Brown's platform, which was 
made public Wednesday, is an attack 
an union labor methods. 

He favors restriction of immigration 
and deprecates the appropriation of 
public funds to sectarian schools. He 
vigorously opposes the placing of ne- 
groes in public office. 

Mr. Brown does not mention his op- 
ponent, Hoke Smith. 

Lawlessness of Unions, 

The platform in full follows: 

To the People of Georgia: The 
strength of the government of a free 
people lies in the deliberate making 
and the fearless and impartial enforce- 
ment of just laws. Preference for a 
class and fear of a class by those who 
make and administer the laws are 
alike odious to all who hold justice as 
a basic principle and not the tem- 
porary expedient of the opportunist. 

In our own state and throughout the 
United States within the past few 
years there has come to the front, one 
Organization, within a class, whose 
practices are here undermining and 
there openly defying the laws of the 
state and the general government. This 
organization is made up of various 
brotherhoods, orders and associations 
which are popularly known as trade 
unions, or labor unions, by which lat- 
ter title I shall herein designate them. 

Labor unionism is a foreign importa- 
tion into this country; the vast major- 
ity of its membership is composed of 
foreign born people, many of them not 
even naturalized ps American citizens, 
and the head of tie general federation 
who is himself Yoreign born, in a 
speech to his associates, last Novem- 
ber, urged them to “Make the immi- 
grants union members as fast as they 
come in.” This, if done, will, of course, 
still further strengthen this foreign 
organization in its fight upon American 
people and American laws. 

This federation of organizations does 
not even pretend to include more than 
one-third of the labor element of the 
United States, yet it arrogates to itself 
the privilege (and claims it as a right) 
to dominate the status of labor and 
concurrently to establish class domi- 
mance over all] the other elements of 
American citizenship. It has supplant- 
ed the process of law with the process 
of the club, the brickbat, the revolver, 
the dynamite stick, the torch and the 
other instruments of anarchy. It “pick- 
ets’’ the public utilities and the indus- 
trial establishments upon which it has 
ordered strikes and by threats of open 
violence terrorizes those who desire to 
work. It exercises the power of par- 
a@lyzing the public utilities to the se- 
rious inconvenience and damage of mil- 
lions of people who have no interest 
in its quarrels with its employers. It 
claims the.right of its members to 
quit their employers at will but resists 
the right of employers to discharge 
them at will. It is, in fact, a labor 
trust, which is militantly striving to 
ust from the arenas wherein it works 
all rival laborers. When terrorism does 
not coerce, its monthly record proves 
that it does not hesitate to use blood- 
shed to enforce its monopoly. 

Anarchistic Practices. 

Therefore, inasmuch as the general 
government exercises mandatory pow- 
ers over the owners of public utili- 
ties. which do interstate business, and 
enforces those powers with adequate 
penalties, it should exercise similar 
powers over the employees of those 
public utilities, to the end that a stop 
be put to their anarchistic practices 
in paralyzing those utilities which the 
government commands to operate. We 
cannot allow any organization within 
the United States to enforce its will 
over the laws. We cannot tolerate 
the practice of the labor unions’ mem- 
bers in yielding greater allegiance ‘to 
their union label than they do to the 
great seal of state.

Hence, if elected 

United States senate, I pledge myself 
to use all endeavors practicable to 
secure the enactment of a law, or laws, 
to force the incorporation of the labor 
unions whose members operate the 
public utilities on such basis as will 
protect the public convenience and in- 
terest while safeguarding the rights 
of employers and employees. To this 
end each officer and employee of a 
public utility should be required to 
take oath that he will neither .singly 
nor by -:combination do any act to 
impair the power of said utility to per- 
form the public service which the law 
makes its duty. 

And I pledge myself to endeavor to 
secure the enactment of similar laws 
to prevent the labor unions from stay- 
ing the operation of such industrial 
enterprises as the interest of the gen- 
eral public requires to be operated. In 
these laws I favor the requirement of 
compulsory arbitration as the final 
resort, when all other methods of set- 
tlement fail. In this arbitration the 
rights of non-union labor should be 
safeguarded, inasmuch as union labor 
must not be allowed to deny to other 
labor or to use the law to deny to 
sther labor the same right to live 
And prosper which the law allows to 
union labor. 

Majority Rule Should Prevail. 

It can scarcely be contended by any 
one not a member of the labor unions 
or bound to them by ties interest, 
that these unions, which include less 
than one-third of the labor forces of 
the United States, should contro! the 
general status of labor. The majority 
rule prevails in this country and there 
is no reason why the labor union mt1- 
nority should have the general rule 
abrogated for its selfish advantage. 

Jus® here let me gay that I neither 
now pass, nor have I ever passed, any 


hts of laborers to 
egitimate purposes 
to them. They 


criticism on the ri 
organize for such 
as may be pleasin 
have as much right to organize as 
have any other citizens. But they 
have not the right to use their organ- 
ization, after it has been effected, to 
evade or defy the laws, to imperil the 
lives or property of others or to en- 
force any part of the process of law- 
lessness for their selfish benefit. There 
is a wide difference between organi- 
zation for lawful purposes and the 
exercise of lawlessness by or through 
the agency of their organization. There 
is @ wide difference between such or- 
ganizations as the Masons, or Knights 
of Pythias or Farmers’ union, etc., and 
the labor union. None of the three 
I have named attempt to enforce their 
will by violence. None of their mem- 
bers refuse to work in the same offi- 
ces, shops or farms with like work- 
ers who are not members of their so- 
cieties. None of them disregard the 
rights of all other citizens in such con- 
troversies as they engage in. The 
labor unions stand alone as open law- 
breakers. They stand alone as hav- 
ing recently fomented and financed a 
formidable rebellion against an Amer- 
ican state, as having put, to establish 
preferential privileges for themselves, 
an army of foreigners into the field 
and fought battles with the militia the 
state had sent to uphold her laws and 
to protect the rights of non-union la- 
borers. 
Should Keep the Peace. 


The labor unions having arrogated 
to themselves the open process of an- 
archy, I therefore regard the enact- 
ment of statutes putting them on a 
level with all other citizens, in the re- 
quirements of keeping the peace and 
not damaging the rights of the public, 
as being the paramount issue now be- 
fore the American people. The non: 
union laber people keep the peace, why 
should the members of labor unions be 
allowed to break it? 

The members of labor unions are en- 
titled to the cordial good will and co- 
operation of all good citizens in all 
lawful deeds they do collectively and 
their members do man 4 on the live 
and let live policy. t is only when 
they substitute the process of anarchy 
for the process of law and attempt to 
establish class preference that they be- 
come liable to public condemnation. 
They have equal rights with all other 
citizens, but no superior rights. | 

Crystallizng, therefore, the entire 1s- 
sue above outlined, the constitution of 
the United States is broad enough to 
give impartial protection to the lives 
and property of all citizens of this re- 
public. If the present statutes do not Se- 
cure that result, then statutes necessary 
to that end and to the protection there- 
with of the interests of the general pub- 
lic should be enacted The law, not 
the will of a class, must be our rule 
of action. And in this day when 
“progress” has become a political catch 
word, all good citizens sholud stand 
for the renaissance of impartial en- 
forcement of the law. That should be 
our immovable rock. 

I favor greater restrictions on immi- 
gration. Too many undesirable for- 
eigners are now entering the lvnited 
States. I believe a literary test should 
be applied, and that all failing in this 
should be debarred. 

As to Foreign Element, 


It is a lamentable fact that where 
the foreign element in this republic ig 
strongest we have the paradox of the 
greatest disregard of the Sabbath and 
the most insidious- attempts to apply 
public funds to sectarian schools. Rev- 
erence for religion should be inculca- 
ted and schools should be fostered as 
the “nurseries of democracy,’ but 
there should not be, even indirectly, 
any steps leading toward a union of 
church and state. No religious teach- 
er should be ,given governmental 
emoluments and authority to enforce 
his denominational or sectarian dis- 
cipline over those of other faiths. 

As a union of churcn and state is 
incompatible with liberty of conscience, 
freedom of speech and of the press, 
safeguarded by the state, is tne in- 
herent right of a free people. I am op- 
posed to interference with the indi- 
vidual in such matters by the 
federal government, just as I am op- 
posed to further interference Dy that 
authority with the rights of the states 
to control their suffrage and sumptua- 
ry laws. The states should not sur- 
render any of the rights now reserved 
for them in the constitution. 

1 favor legislation which will secure 
the establishment of rural credits, 
fashioned, as far as our conditions will 
allow, to a great extent upon the plan 
which has wrought such great benefits 
in some of the countries of Europe. 
The city man, like the country man, is 
vitally interested in this proposition, 
just as the city man and the country 
man are interested in the impartial 
enforcement of law. 

While lI feel kindly tathe negroes, yet 
lopposethe policy of Pmtting them in 
position as trial judges or in offices 
where they give orders to white clerks, 
etc.. and would officially urge these 
views 

As the democratic party in congress, 
on the plea of protecting the national 
honor, -has recently nullified the plank 
in its last platform which called for no 
canal tolls on American coastwise ship- 
ping, it certainly, on the basis of pro- 
tecting racial propriety, can disregard 
a secret promise made by campaign 
managers to a Class, to the effect that 
a democratic administration will keep 
as many negroes in public office as 
were kept by a republican administra- 
tion. 

As to general matters yet open for 
legislation, I stand on the last plat- 
form adopted by the national demo- 
cratic party.

TAX RETURNS IN BIBB 
T0 BREAK ALL RECORDS 


Increase of Between Four and 
Five Million Dollars Is 
Expected. 


Macon, Ga. July 8&.—(Special.)— 
When Tax Receiver Anderson, of Bibb 
county, completes his tax digest for 
the present year it is expected to show 
an increase of between four and five 
million dollars over last year, break- 
ing all previous records for increases 
in any single year. 

The remarkable showing will be due 
in a measure to the diligence of Re- 
ceiver Anderson and to the new board 
of tax equalizers, Messrs. Cabiness, 
Hollingsworth and Bailey. The equal- 
izers have completed their work of ap- 
praising property and are now hearing 
protests against the values placed on 
property. However, most of the kicks 
come from the country districts, there 
being Httle room for the city tax pay- 
ers to object, inasmuch as the coun- 
ty board has to a. large extent fol- 
lowed the books of the city assessors. 
City assessments were raised a couple 
of million dollars this year. Last year 
the assessments for Bibb county to- 
taled $31,600,000. 

One of the causes for the big in- 
crease this year is the fact that the 
board of equalizers is for the first 
time in the history of the county as- 
seSsing mortgages.

He 
branded as “unbearable” present 4di- 
voree conditions, and \suggested publi- 
cation of marriage bans. 

“A bill was introduced in the legis- 
lature to require the publication of 
marriage bans several weekg before 
the marriage,” he said from the bench, 
“and I think, if passed, this law would 
greatly relieve the situation. Per- 
sons ought not to be ashamed of mat- 
rimony, and the world should know 
their intentions, so, If there is any 
moral or physical objection, it can be 
voiced in proper time.

State Normal at Athens and 
Georgia Tech Plead for Ad- 
ditional Appropriations. 


For over two hours Wednesday the 
house committee on appropriations 
listened to the pleas of trustees and 
Officials of the Georgia State Normal, 
at Athens, and the Tech for additional 
appropriations, but no action was 
taken on any of the bills which have 
been introduced for the relief of these 
institutions. Further hearings will be 
had today. 

Hon. B. S. Miller, of Columbus, chair- 
man of the board of trustees of the 
State Normal school; President Jere 


Pound, Chancellor Barrow of the State 
university, Captain Barnett, city engi- 
neer of Athens, and others, spoke in 
behaif of the State Normal. 

Two measures have been 
in the house providing for additional 
funds for this institution. One gives 
an additional $5,000 to the maintenance 
fund and the other provides $15,000 for 
badly-needed repairs. 

Professor Pound gave an interest- 
ing account of the work being done 
by the school. Of the 10,905 who have 
graduated, he said 90 per cent were 
now teaching school: that the school 
could not supply the demands made on 
it for teachers. The buildings of the 
school, which represented an outlay 
of $500,000, were in a delapidated con- 
dition and badly in need of repair. 
During fifteen years he stated that 
the state had not appropriated one 
cent of money to repair these build- 
ings. The institution was growing 
rapidly and the additional $5,000 for 
maintenance was absolutely necessary, 
he said. 

President Matheson, 
asked that $10,000 be 
maintenance fund of $80,000, which the 
institution receives annually.
